OBULLSHIT: FRANK FRAZETTA IS THE ART GOD 
Incarnate. The guy rules, and there's по way around that 

essential, universal truth. 
"To start with, it'd be pretty damn impossible to overesti- 
mate his impact on the visual image bank of modern fan- 
tasv. Before Frazetta came along, Robert Е. Howard's Conan was ап 
obscure pulp-magazine character known only to a small constituency 
of big-muscle/big-sword aficionados and collectors of small-press 
hardcovers. Sword and Sorcery had yet to exist as a viable subcategory 
of fantasy—itself regarded as nothing more than a debased form inden- 
tured by the larger pulp-lit plantation of science fiction (when in fact 
the other way around was/is more correct). And though you won't get 
too many die-hard true-believing Howard-heads to admit it, it was 
Frazetta who put the whole shebang—Conan, Kull, REH himself, his 
imitators, and the entire rampaging heroic fantasy subgenre—on the 


пара with those now-iconic mid-sixties covers for Conan's first 
paperback appearance (Lancer Books; later used on the late-seventies 
Ace editions as well)—primal, now almost clichéd images of heroism, 
565, and death that were at once brutal, beautiful, visceral, sensual, 
tactile, and thoroughly unforgettable. Here were luminously colored, 
vividly realized, and powerfully energized scenes of savage action 
frozen at the dense-packed moment of their most tension-ridden com- 
position, compelling the eye's attention and propelling the imagina- 
tion's flight. Though the work seethed with the urgency of a young 
hothead looking to make his top-gun reputation, the Frazetta of that 
time was far from some rookie on the make. In fact, he'd already put in 
nearly twenty years as a professional illustrator, doing comics notable 
for their perfectly rendered, savagely detailed pen-and-pencil work (he 
was Al Capp's ghost-hand on “Li'l Abner" for nine years in the fifties— 
though Capp later tried to deny it), and a slew of book covers (some 
pretty-damn-good work for Ace's early-sixties Edgar Rice Burroughs 
books, split with his friend Roy Krenkel). 

But something changed when he got the Lancer Conan assign- 
ment. As he recalls now, "They treated me like a king over there! 11 
bring the painting in and the art director would go nuts, calling in 
everybody in the office to show it to them." Obviously, a little encour- 
agement helps; ditto letting the artist keep his/her original artwork 
(common practice these days, unheard-of at that time). 'Ace's deal 
specified that the original belonged to them, so I just automatically 
didn't give them my best work." Their loss, obviously, and Lancer's 
gain—because those Conan covers were the best possible selling tools 
the books could've had (the series had total sales of something like ten 
million). 

Since then, Frazetta's uncompromising vision—endlessly imitated 
but never equaled—has dominated the field, creating a sublime but 
arresting modern-classical style that's become the era's preeminent 


visualization of fantasy. Blessed with an uncanny, apparently innate 
ability to reproduce on paper anything his mind could conceive, this 
tough-but-nice Sicilian guy from Brooklyn effortlessly forged the para- 
digm against which every other fantasy artist has measured him/her- 
зе for the last twenty-five years. He imprinted his look onto the unreal 
estate of our collective imaginary landscape, and brought that world to 
lush, blooming life, fixing in the mass-mind's eye what had been the 
unsatisfvinglv insubstantial dream images of others, 
jured by clumsy words and reality- 
ger sin in fantasy than being ordin: 
on the mundane. 

No doubt a good part of the man's success was also the magic/luck 
of having the right skills in the right place at the right time. After study- 
ingand mastering classical illustration techniques at a very young age, 
Frazetta's maturing talents and highly professional abilities left him 
ideally situated at the dawn of the fantasy-art explosion (a phenome- 
non he unquestionably helped ignite and fuel himself). Those Conan 
covers—as well as the ones he did simultaneously for Warren's Creepy 
and Eerie horror-comic magazines, and slightly later for the Science 
Fiction Book Club's John Carter of Mars omnibuses—became the first 
genre art to cross over into mainstream pop culture. This transition 
was greased by saturation poster distribution (an extremely lucrative 
sideline he's cannily kept within the family), and also appearances in 
such oddball places as RV side panels, tattooed biker biceps, and—key 
for penetrating the collective unconscious of young America—rock 'n' 
roll album covers, where his violent, doom-laden imagery resonated 
with the power fantasies of such seventies hard rock/heavy metal 
bands as Molly Hatchet and Dust. 

The nineties find the chatty, affable guy in pretty good spirits. Hesa 
healthy-looking sixty-two, pleasantly self-confident and seemingly 
unconcerned about his position as the era's premier fantasy artist. He's 
the best, he knows it, and it's no big deal. Neither needing money nor 
having anything to prove leaves him free to paint at his leisure and 
indulge his lifelong sports jones. New work continues to emerge from 
his studio slowly but steadily, though the only recently published 
results are his "Death Dealer" covers for the heroic fantasy series he со- 
created for Tor Books (four so far) and the paintings he's done for 
Bridge Publications’ Writers of the Future books (also available from 
them as limited-edition prints). He lives comfortably in rural eastern 
Pennsylvania, where he's got sixty-seven acres of land and his own 
lake. In the nearby town of East Stroudsburg he owns a block-long, 
solid-looking brick building which houses a "fantasy store" (selling

stuff like masks, posters, and Halloween decorations) and a camera 
shop оп the ground floor. Up two flights is the Frazetta Art Museum, а 
large, high-ceilinged loft in which several dozen of his original paint- 
ings are displayed. The museum 一 an inspiration of Ellie, his wife of 
thirtv-three years—was set up five years ago, and is open for public

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perusal on Saturday afternoons (except January and February). 

It's here, in a corner of the museum's brightly lit environs, that | sit 
with Frazetta and artist Mark McNabb (who not only helped arrange 
the interview, but also fetched me from a western New Jersey bus 
station) and have the thoroughly enjoyable two-and-a-half-hour con- 
versation that makes up this interview. And I gotta say, it’s a damn awe- 
inspiring experience to see all those beautiful things hanging up next 
to each other on the walls. These are images 1 know practically by 
heart from the book covers on my shelves, the four-volume Fantastic 
Art of Frank Frazetta series from Bantam/Peacock Press, and the 
posters that everv kid growing up in the sixties and seventies had 
plastered up in his bedroom /dormroom—but here, they're somehow 
larger than life (even though, as paintings go, they ain't that large), 
brighter hued than I thought (as all originals are in relation to their 
printed successors), and in some cases subtly altered. The artist, it 
seems, is an incurable tinkerer, and sometimes, after a painting comes 
back from the publisher, he'll “fix” it if he doesn’t like it. "The painting 
is what matters to me," he says. "I don't care il been printed. 
already—if I see something that doesn't look right to me, I'm gonna 
change it." 2 


HM: So, have you always been a god, or was that just something you 

came upon later in life? 

ЕЕ: I was a child prodigy in the true sense of the word—at the age of 

three I was drawing far beyond my years. 

HM: Obviously there's genetics at work here—did you have artists in 

your family? 

FF: Nobody 1 can trace—the seventh reincarnation of somebody, 

maybe. 

НМ: Did you justsitdown with a pencil when you were three and start 

drawing? 

FF: Yeah—maybe younger. 

НМ: You have any idea what inspired you to do that? Where it came 
от? 

ЕЕ: Yes. First of all, ту grandmother lived in the same house as us, 

and grandmas are wonderful. My mother and father were too busy 

working, but my grandmother—I was her pride and joy. She used to sit 

and play with me, show me little books, play music for me, sing—and 

the pictures and the music just got to me. And my uncle Sam had about 

ten of these Burroughs Tarzan hardcovers in the cellar, with illustra- 

tions by J. Allen St. John—which were just great. And coincidentally, 

at the same time Hal Foster was doing the "Tarzan" daily strip. I got to. 

see all this stuff—but why a kid that age should respond to such quality 

...1 don't know, I just knew there was something magical and 

wonderful about this stuff. And just for a little contrast, I also responded 

to “Popeye.” You could see my taste was pretty good. And it all just stuck 

up here. [Points to his noggin. | a 

I remember Г used to sneak down into the cellar and find the Tarzan 
books, and look at those pictures, and find blank pages in the book and 
just draw on them. I could draw all kinds of things then—all the popu- 
lar comic strip characters like Mickey Mouse and Popeve—and 1 
drew so well that it amazed everybody. It was the teachers in school 
that really got excited, though: the minute I hit kindergarten they 
decided I was a genius. I'd been getting that reaction at a very carly 
age. They kept raving about having another Mozart here, and they 
insisted my family come up [to the school], and they asked, “What are 
you doing with this child? You've got a GENIUS here." They insisted 
I get sent to art school, so at the age of eight I was enrolled in some 
little—not an art school like Pratt, but just a one-room affair, run by an 
old Italian man—who was wonderful—and he had maybe thirty stu- 
dents of all ages, from eight to sixty. 

It was the typical little art school of that period: plaster casts every- 
where, ora still life that you'd paint from, or you'd work in charcoal or 
pastels, sculpt if you liked—whatever you pleased. 1 remember walk- 
ing in there with my dad, and 1 saw that look on the teacher's face that 
said, "Oh no, another child prodigy." So he sat me down and gave me 
a little reproduction of some ducks, pinned it up on the board, gave 
me a pencil and paper, and walked away. Maybe a half-hour later he 
comes back and it's done. Nobody's paying attention to me, I’m just 
sitting there, anticipating his reaction. “Mamma mia! Mamma mia!" 
He's running everywhere with this drawing, yelling for everybody, 


running around like a maniac. He couldn't believe it. It just went on. 
from there—I started winning awards one after another. I studied with 
him fora few more years—until his death. 

HM: What sort of instruction did you get? 

FF: Well, I was painting from plaster casts, and getting a feel for 
anatomy—but more than the anatomy itself, getting a feel for light 
and shadow, nice solid round forms. I did pastels, Г painted bowls of 
fruit—it was good practice. In fact, I still have the two very first oil 
paintings I ever did at home. They're still lifes—not great, but for ту 
age they were impressive. 1 had a touch, even then—I had style! 
"Then, at age eleven I got to see my first live nude model— 

HM: Uh-oh! 

FF: Yep—at eleven. Boy, whata shocker! 

HM: That's when you knew you'd be an artist forever, eh? 

FF: (Laughter. No, actually, the really positive thing that happened 
for me was that through those people I realized there was another side 
to the world— [beyond] this world of Brooklyn and the rough neigh- 
borhood 1 lived in. [ saw these wonderful, sensitive people, who 
played classical music and opera. They were so beautiful! 1 didn't have 
to fight to survive here—it was great! But then I had to go home and 
look out for this kid, and look out for that onc... . 

HM: You get pushed around a lot? 

FF: Yeah—I carried a schoolbag, and you just didn't do that. And I got 
pushed around and pushed around, and it was eating away inside 
me—cause I wasn'ta fighter. l was an artist! And this went on till I was 
about fifteen, when I decided I'd been pushed around once too often. I 
vowed, “I'm never gonna let this happen again." I just couldn't live 
with it anymore. So I saw this snot-nosed tough guy on the street one 
day, and 1 provoked him—I threw a rock at him. And he came swag- 
gering over, and he said, “Did you throw that?” And I said, “Yeah, 
what are you gonna do about it?” He wasn’t a big guy, but ugly, snarly 
and mean. He leaped at me, and before you could snap your fingers 1 
had him on the ground screaming for his life. [Grins.] After that 
incident I was a different guy—I enjoyed looking for fights. Which 
has nothing to do with art... 

HM: I don’t know—I think it’s a reflection of the passion you put into 
your work. 

FF: I guess so. I didn't go around wielding a sword or anything, but I 
got into an awful lot of scrapes. I developed a reputation—but not as 
an artist—during those years! 

HM: Were you athletically active? 

FF: More than anyone 1 knew! I climbed ropes, | ran everywhere—I 
was Tarzan! I climbed trees, swung on ropes, ran along the tree limbs, 
and leaped from branch to branch. Fell out of plenty of trees! Only got 
hurt once—landed on my butt on a picket fence. I participated in 
every competitive sport you could think of. | was offered a contract to 
play professional baseball. 

HM: How did you make the crossover into becoming a professional 
artist? 

ЕЕ: An aunt of mine knew a professional cartoonist named John 
Giunta. I was really impressed by how professional he was—I was 
good, but these guys, whew! I couldn't believe their wonderful brush 
strokes! But I learned—quickly, as usual—and by the time 1 was 
nineteen | was famous, doing whatever I did in comics. Then 1 did 
“Trail Colt," Thun'da, and suddenly I was getting calls from syndi- 
cates and doing newspaper strips. . . . 

And about that time Al Capp got ahold of me—and I made my big 
mistake. I signed on for what I thought would be the world's greatest 
job: it took me one day to simply draw out a Sunday page [of “Li'l 
Abner"] and тай it off. And I got a whole 150 bucks, which was big 
money back in the early fifties. And if I went to work with him up in 
Boston fora week, I'd get a hundred bucks a day! That was unheard-oft 
For the next nine years. . . . | heard later he denied that fact. 

HM: Yeah, he claimed you only worked for him for a couple of weeks. 
FF: 1 can't believe that! How did I accumulate all this stuff if 1 didn't 
work for him for that long? I have tons of it! I worked for him from the 
early fifties up until '61 or '62—I'd just bought a house and we had a 
falling out. 

HM: What about? 

FF: He called me up one day and wanted me to come up there 
[Boston]—it was an “emergency.” One of the guys up there'd had a

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heart attack. I'd just moved into this new house with my wife and two 
children, and it was all a mess. I just couldn't go 一 the furniture was 
still all in boxes—but I told him I'd talk to Ellie and I'd call him back. 
So I called him back and said, “It's okay—the same deal, right?" And 
he says, "What do you mean?"—pulling this routine on m 
HM: And he'd been paying you the same for the whole nine years? 
FF: Yes! I said, “А hundred dollars a day." And he moaned, "Oh, 
Frank, things ve been rough!” “What do you mean, they've been 
rough? You've been paving me that all along—I've never asked you for 
a raise.” And he says, “Oh no, things are different now.” He w 
pay half thatamount! I replied, sorry." He said, “You call 
me back—and don't waste too much time!" I answered, “No way, pal, 
I'm not calling you back,” and hung up the phone. 

HM: So there you were: no gig, no dough, new house, big family to 
support. What'd you do? 

FF: Ah, | figured, big deal—t'll go out and take the industry by storm 
again! They'll remember me! Well, Í went everywhere with my best 
samples—Thun'da, the Buck Rogers covers—I went to DC, even 
Mad magazine, and they all looked at me with blank expressions. 
They told me, “Styles are different now, can you do it like this?” That 
was the last straw, when somebody pointed to this shlock they were 
doing, and I was showing them art that's still regarded today as some of 
the best work ever done in comics, and they wanted me to do it like 
this! Frustrated and angry, 1 just walked out. George Evans came to 
my rescue. Не had this extra work—I did some inking for him. And I 
wound up working for this sex-oriented paperback house, Tower. I did 
wash drawings of sexy girls for them—they loved my stuff, the first in a 
long time to appreciate it! 

HM: Well, they knew good babes when they saw ‘em! 

FF: I guess—but nobody else seemed tol After that, Harvey Kurtzman 
stopped by and I did some “Annie Fannie” for him. He said he wanted 
me to do my thing—do а Frazetta girl—which didn't look like Annie 
Fannie. Everybody loved it except Hugh Hefner. He objected, said it 
didn’t look like the character anymore—too real, too voluptuous, too 
fleshy. He wanted it to look like the original version. Then Mad called 
and assigned me portrait of Ringo Starr, fora "Blechh Shampoo" ад. 
HM: I remember that! That was you?? 

FF: Yeah, the same guy that painted Conan painted that one. And it 
led to a call from United Artists in Hollywood, who wanted а movie 
poster for What's New, Pussycat? And they loved what | gave them, 
and (ЈЕ money was incredible! We took а photograph of the first 
check. 

HM: How did Clint Eastwood get into the act? 

FF: That was jater 一 in 77. This guy calls me, and tells my kid on the 
phone that it's Clint Eastwood. Í said, "Yeah, Clint Eastwood. Big 
joke." So they hung up on him. He calls back, and sure enough it was 
Clint Eastwood. So I apologized, and he laughed. He told me about 
this movie he was doing, how he saw my work, and wanted to come 
outand see me. He came in a limousine—it was an eerie summer day. 
It had rained, and my land looked misty and murky and very lush— 
not typical of his neighborhood in California. My place looked like a 
tropical jungle, which really impressed him. And he came inside, 
looking like a big college kid. We talked about The Gauntlet, my wife 
fed him peppers and eggs, and I took lots of pictures. He had some 
specific ideas about what he should look like on this poster, and made 
comparisons with a particular painting. He picked out one that he 
called his favorite and said, “I want to look like that." It was "Dark 
Kingdom,” where the guy {a bearded, wing-helmeted, ax-wielding 
Viking warrior] is walking up the path at you, So | laughed and said, 
"You've got to be kidding!” “Not that I want to look like that,” he said, 
“but I want that look.” I mean, Гус been handed some challenges in 
my-time—this movie is a contemporary action film. 1 told him, 
"You're usually shown with a big gun in your hand, from a low camera 
angle—isn’t that what you want?” “No, no,” he said, “I want your 
look." So I drew about four or five thumbnails my way-—quite rad 
changes for a Clint Eastwood look. He looked supple and catli 
dynamic in these roughs. And for laughs, 1 threw in one more 
which typified Clint Eastwood—standing tall. I told Ellie, “I'm sure 
he won't pick this one!” She said, “He probably will!” “No,” I said, 
“the others are too good, he can't possibly select this one.” Guess 


which one they chose? 1 couldn't believe it! The cliché Clint East- 
wood look. And while I was painting it he came by with Sondra Locke 
and looked at it, and asked, “Could you get a little more squint in the 
eyes?” Which I thought was kinda cute. And I made Sondra Locke 
look real pretty—all I'd had were photos to work from and she looked 
different in every one of them. With her standing right there, Clint 
said, “Frank, she's not that pretty! Look at her—she looks like a bird!" 
And she playfully whacked him. 

‘Those types of jobs just aren't any fun—especially when there are 

too many heads involved—too many орі . That's simply not the 
way I like to IF I don't like something in a painting I just take it 
out. I try to put то a painting only what I Jove, and when I find myself 
forcing things in that just don’t excite me, it shows. 
HM: In what way? There's something missing 
FF: It doesn't look like а Frazetta. It's perfectly acceptable for a poster, 
but it doesn't have the pizazz! I would've had him blazing away, but 
they wanted him just standing there! My other sketches [springs up 
from his seat to strike some action poses] had him like this—muscles 
rippling, the girl being tossed to the side, the bus crashi Š 

"That's what you have to put up with in the movie business some- 
times. Stallone came out later—I got a call from his agent, a guy I 
knew from United Artists, saying, “Frank, Sly Stallone wants to meet 
you!” 1 said, "I'd love to meet him." He says, "But he's a little intimi- 
dated." And we all roared. "Stallone? Rocky? Intimidated?" He, too, 
imagined I must've been some kind of barbarian. He's really a nice 
guy, though. Once he saw | was a normal guy he relaxed and started 
joking with the kids. He wanted me to do the poster for Paradise Alley, 
but then he too started making strange requests. You know— l want 
you to capture that feeling you have for character.” And when I asked 
him to be much more specific in what he thought he saw, of course the 
impossible proceeded to come out. “We want a closeup of these guys 
wrestling in the ring, with their sweat, and the hold there—and at the 
same time zoom in on the audience, closeups on the dregs—" And 1 
said, “Wait a minute! Maybe I'm missing something here, but how 
can l be in two places at once?" “You can do it," he says to mel They're 
thinking movie here—how can l paint a closcup of the guys in the ring 
and closeups of the crowd at the same time? So I quote them an 
outrageous price, because 1 wasn't wild about doing it—they'd have to 
refuse, I figured. At first they accepted, and I said, “Oh, my God!” But 
they changed their minds. Thank goodness, because it would have 
been impossible. ... Then the Japanese hired me to paint a picture 
that indicated sound. How do you paint sound? d 
HM: Uh, I don't know. 

ЕЕ: Exactly. Sound? 

HM: That was all you were given? 

FF: Yeah—do anything that says “sound,” because they were selling 
some stereo equipment. | suggested a warrior on a horse blowing а 
trumpet. And they said, "Yes, but will it look like sound?" What the 
hell was I supposed to do? 1 did this painting, and they proceeded in 
the final ad to draw in some sound waves, big crude lines right across. 
this beam of light. I didn't know what to do—they didn't know what to. 
do. They assumed I'd figure it out. 

HM: Well, you're the artist, right? 

FF: Yeah, I'm the artist. I paint pictures! It’s difficult for me—some- 
times. 1 really get all strung out when they give me stuff that docsn't 
immediately sit well with me. It becomes a challenge—not in the 
sense of creating good art, but it becomes ап impossible task, where l 
feel that I have to create from a mishmosh concept, just to sell their 
product or satisfy their needs. I don't do that. [ just want to create 
beautiful images that are emotionally and intellectually satisfying. 
When you start getting cute with me, I get completely confused. 1 
want them to just leave me alone so that I can produce art that 1 love. 
And I'm sure that if / love it, they'll love it. You may rest assured that I 
am my own toughest critic!
